Collecting  Federal  Reserve  Notes,  obsolete  notes  or  U.S.  Military 
Payment  Certificates  can  be  a tranquilizer  for  many  people  who  have 
busy  lives,  time  schedules  to  meet,  or  just  the  plain  hu y- up  daily 
routine  of  life. 

There  are  many  good  points  to  be  said  about  the  collecting  hobby 
which  we  are  very  much  a part  of.  Most  collectors  take  a keener 
interest  in  life.  Tfe  have  a goal  in  striving  to  complete  a set  of 
notes.  Me  meet  other  currency  collectors,  if  not  in  person  at  one 
tine  or  another,  but  by  letter.  There  is  an  intimate  fellowship 
developed  as  pen  pals. 

The  collecting  of  paper  currency  can  be  very  rewarding  to  each 
of  us.  Just  to  find  one  note  we  need  really  makes  our  pulse  quicken. 
Excitements  Yes.  ¥e  feel  it  and  ouv  expectations  of  locating  another 
note  rises. 

One  phase  of  collecting  paper  money  is  the  endeavor  to  assemble 
a set  of  U.S.  Military  Payment  Certificates. 

The  terminology  used  so  often  for  Military  Payment  Certificates 
are  the  letter's,  "M.P.C."  or  "M.P.C.'S."  * • • 

U.S.  Military  payment  certificates  is  a currency  used  only  by 
our  men  and  women  in  the  armed  forces.  Other  countries  have,  or  are 
using  Military  money,  but  at  this  time  we  are  talking  about  our  type 
of  Military  currency,  "M.P.C. rS.” 

At  the  end  of  W-II,  it  was  apparent  that  our  country  needed  a 
military  currency  control.  After  various  proposals,  recommendations, 
the  Military  payment  certificate  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  tfat 
03a  August  7,  194-6.  This  type  of  currency  accomplishes  three  things. 
Fi'-st,  it  serves  to  protect  the  economy  of  the  host  nation  in  which 
it  Is  used.  Second,  it  eliminates  considerable  amounts  of  foreign 
currencies  from  being  converted  into  dollars  by  the  Armed  personnel, 
which  had  not  been  paid  to  them  originally.  And  third,  it  stops,  the 
flow  of  U.S.  dollars  to  unfriendly  nations  for  use  in  international 
trade. 

To  those  members  who  have  some  interest  in  collecting  this  type 
of  currency  and  to  those  who  are  well  along  in  the  collecting  of  it, 

I think  your  choice  of  another  paper  money  to  collect,  and  starting 
a collection  of  U.S.  Military  Payment  Certificates  is  good.  You 
definately  have  chosen  a paper  currency  that  will  give  you  a lot  of 
self  satisfaction.  M.P.C.  collecting  is  a challenge  and  this  type 
of  paper  currency  has  an  interesting  history. 

Collecting  of  U.S.  Military  Payment  Certificates  in  some  instances 
is  more  of  a challenge  for  some  collectors  than  most  other  U.S.  paper 
currency,  because  many  factor's  tend  to  make  them  more  "a/'e,  such  as 
although  we  might  know  the  total  printing  of  a particular  series,  we 
would  not  know  how  many  were  lost,  redeemed,  or  exchanged  for  the 
newer  series  that  is  replacing  it,  and  as  expected,  the  higher 
denominations  are  the  more  scarce  and  also  those  series  that  first 
came  out  to  be  used  by  our  Armed  Forces.  This  is  mainly  due  to  the 
fact  that  most  servicemen  and  women  could  not  afford  these  M.P.C.’s 
as  souvenirs.  Also  fewer  notes  of  the  higher  denomination  are  printed.

The^e  have  been  twelve  series  issued  to  date.  There  are  nine 

series  with  seven  notes  f^om  5^  through  ,?10.00,  two  series  with  eight 
notes  from  5$^  through  ,)20.00,  and  one  series  with  three  notes  from 
.,>1.00  through  JlO.OO.  The  latte1"  being  series  number  651  (A~A)  used 
in  the  Pa1"  East  and  Europe. 

The^e  are  several  ways  of  putting  a collection  of  this  type  to- 
gether. One  way  is  a set  of  one  note  of  each  series.  A second  way  is 
assembling  all  denominations  of  each  series.  A third  way  is  grouping 
togethe'"  one  o^  mo~e  series  of  all  denominations  of  that  particular' 
series  with  Replacement  notes.  (.The  rep]_aceinent  note’s  function  is  the 
same  as  our  Sta"  Fedeval  P-ese^ve  note.  A replacement  note  always  uses 
the  correct  prefix,  letted,  and  omit  the  suffix  lette1".  ) A fourth  way 
to  assemble  a set  of  M.P.C 's  is  to  collect  only  certain  a'-eas.  The 
notes  used  in  South  Viet  Nam  fo1"  example.  So  fa1"  theve  has  been  th^ee 
series  put  in  use  in  that  area  - Series  No.  641,  661  and  681.  The 
latter  one  being  in  use  now,  with  the  other  two  reCaned  previous. 

The  collector  of  U.S.  Military  payment  certificates  can  find  the 
information  he  o'"  she  needs.  There  are  reference  books,  on  this  type 
of  currency.  Many  dealers  offer  this  type  of  currency  for  sale  at 
reasonable  prices.  I am  sure  they  will  answe1"  your"  questions. 

The  task  of  putting  a twelve  series  set  of  these  notes  together 
is  possible,  but  of  course  some  denominations  of  eaMLy  series  are 
getting  ha’"d  to  locate.  '

The  M.P.C.  collector  must  be  persistent  and  set  a goal  of  achieve- 
ment and  then  work  toward  it.  Being  a Military  Payment  Certificate 
collector  myself,  I have  set  a goal  f.or  a complete  set  of  all  the  series 
of  M.P.C. ’s.  I need  a few  yet,  and  hope  in  time  to  complete  all  the 
series.  This  probably  is  your  goal  also.  Be  patient,,  keep. searching 
and  keep  your  pen  in  hand,  w'^iting  to  othe'"  paper  money,  collectors 
and  dealers  of  this  type  of  paper  currency. 


Have  your  goal  set  fo^  the  particular  kind  of  pape'"  currency  you 
are  collecting  but  first,  we  must  rembember  our  aim  should  also  be  to 
learn  the  history  of  what  we  are  collecting.  Let  others  hear  about 
it.  All  of  us  as  members  of  "The  Pape’"  Money  Collectors  of  Michigan”, 
take  great  pride  in  ou1"  organization  and  hobby.  ¥e  are  the  keepers 
of  knowledge  of  Numismatics  for  future  generations.

CALL  TO  ALL  NOTGELD  COLLECTORS 
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Of  all  the  various  fields  of  pape1'  money  collecting,  the  hobby 
of  Notgeld  collectors  is  by  all  odds  handled  the  most  like  a di^ty 
stepchild.  Yet,  it  is  such  a beautiful  field,  and  what  is  mo^e--it 
teally  was  money  at  one  time.  In  fact,  it  was  ve'"y  important  money. 

If  the  conditions  which  lead  to  the  period  of  Notgeld  had  not  occulted, 
we  might  very  likely  not  have  had  a WoXld  Wa7'  II  and  Adolf  Hitlet 
might  have  Remained  what  he  was--a  5th  ^ate  house  paintet.

In  a sense,  it  can  be  compared  with  the  petiod  in  America  when 
each  bank  issued'  its  own  money  (some  7000  diffetent  pieces)  o"  it  can 
be  compared  with  Confederate  money,  which  increased  in  face  value 
as  its  real  value  dropped. 


Even  in  Germany  I have  not  found  an  organization  which  interests 
in  collecting  are  with  Notgeld. 

Within  the  folds  of  P.M.C.M. , I am  now  calling  all  collectots  of 
NOTGELD,  German  or  otherwise,  to  contact  me  and  to  fo"m  within  the 
P.Ia.C.7!.  out  own  group  to  pu7"sue  and  to  study  our  particula':  hobby.

Collections  of  odd  o'"  unusual  money  that  somehow  got  into  circu- 
lation at-one  time  or  another  make  vevy  interesting  hobbies. 

Shells,  tones,  beads  and  hides  are  just  a few  of  the  things 
that  have  passed  as  a medium  of  exchange,  but  per‘haps  the  strangest 
of  all  so-called  money  was  that  used  in  Canada  about  250  yea"s  ago.

The  use  of  playing  ca'^ds  as  money  began  in  New  France  (Canada) 
in  1685»  It  was  an  expedient  of  course.  The  settle  s of  Canada, 
like  those  of  Colonial  America,  we£e  sho^t  of  coins. 

France  and  England  were  not  too  concerned  with  thei-  colonial 
nationals,  therefo'"e  the  need  fo"  coinage  to  cavry  on  fade  deceived

little  note  fom  them." 

At  first  playing  cards  deceived  only  minimal  use--between  fiends 
and  tradesmen  who  were  waiting  fo1"  something  bette"  to  show  up.  This 
informal  use  of  playing  ca"ds  was  at  first  fr owned  upon  by  the  local 
governo".

Shortages  continued,  howeve1",  and  the  government  began  to  change 
its  mind.  Playing  caTds  became,  a quasi-official  form  of  currency. 

As  the  use  of  playing  ca"ds  fo"  money  became  more- and  mo'^e  wide- 
spread, refinements  we"e  introduced  to  make  it  completely  practical. 
Ca"ds  we'  e then  cut  into  quarte"  sections  for  use  when  smaller  denomi 
nations  we " e needed. 

The  ca'"ds  weve  finally  standardized  in  denominations  of  four' 
fanes,  40  and  15  sols.  When  the  governor‘  and  the  treasure':  affixed 
thei':  signatures,  playing  ca"ds  became  an  official  form  of  currency.

The  por- 
faits  o'  Hamilton,  Jackson  and  Lincoln  appea'  on  mahy  pieces  of 
United  States  pape"  cu"’'ency,  including  the  current  j5>  )10»  and 

J20  F^N's.  Thei-  great  contribution  to  the  growth  of  this  count  y 
is  well  known,  as  also  the  knowledge  that  thef  lives  we  e filled 
with  sorrow,  family  trials  and  tragedy.  Through  the  ye-ses  oc  24y 
Old  Kentucky  Home  lingers  a longing  for  the  peace  and  comfort  of  this 
homeside.  We  wonder  if  yr.  Foste"  did’  not  deeply  feel  the  atmosphe  e 
of  these  famous  presidents,  and  also  did  not  ha"bo'~  a fo-eboding  of 
his  own  life.  ' Fo'"  just  a brief  12  yea'"s  late"  in  1364,  at  the  age 
of  37,  alone  in  New  Yo^k,  separated  f om  his  family,  Foste"  died, 
destitute,  with  only  thirty-seven  cents  in  his  pocket.-

Counterfeit  airline  tickets  --"one  of  t-he  most  negotiable  docu- 
ments in  the  wo "Id"  --  may  be  costing  airlines  as  much  as  )6  million 
a year,  according  to  the  International  Ai/  Transport  Association. 

IATA  said  in  a statement  the  use  of  counterfeit  tickets  is  more 
widespread  than  ever.  "Although  othe”  forms  of  fraudulent  use  of 
airline  tickets  have  been  reported  in  the  past,  this  is  believed  to 
be  the  first  time  that  counterfeiters  have  attempted  to  reproduce, 
sell  and  use  ai^'llne  tickets."

Recently  uncovered  counte"'feit  tickets  were  of  poo"  quality  and 
were  quite  easily  detected,  the  association  said.

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"Chinese  Banknotes"  by  ¥ard  D.  Smith  and  Brian  Mat r avers  has  been 
Released  by  Shirjieh  Publishers.  A comprehensive  listing  of  more  than 
5,000  Chinese  banknotes  illustrated  (1,800)  packed  into  an  8 x 11 
format  with  ‘more  than  225  pages  just  about  describes  t’his  book. 

The  photos  of  the  notes  have  been  presented  in  half  size.  The 
listing  in  the  book  is  done  in  alphabetical  order  by  the  use  of 
Chinese.  Both  the  English  and  the  Chinese  are  listed  in  the  notes 
section.  Pull  descriptions  in  the  technical  sense  are  given  in  the 
catalog  section.  This  would  include  date,  denomination,  size,  basic 
color,  banknote  p*'inte''  and  a valuation  guide. 


The  appendix  section  provides  information  about  dating,  numbers, 
monetary  units,  pointers,  block  printed  notes,  overprints,  unlisted 
types,  partially  listed  types  along  with  category  and  location  index. 
Prices  are  also  discussed  as  the  final  entry  in  the  volume. 

As  we  stated  in  the  beginning  this  is  a very  comprehensive  listing 
of  Chinese  notes.  The  authors  also  recognized  that  the  volume  did  and 
would  have  some  draw  backs,  which  they  explained  in  the  introduction 
of  the  book. 


¥e  have  used  the  volume  to  catalog  some  of  our  Chinese  banknotes 
We  found  that  the  average  person  with  only  a few  notes  to  catlalog 
will  not  bo  the r to  look  them  up  in  the  book-.  The  Chinese  format  will 
discourage  them.  They  can  leaf  through  the  book. .and  find  the  note, 
if  photographed  with  the  English  side  showing. 


Cross  indexing  by  listing  the  English  names  of  the  £>anks  as 
printed  on  some  of  the  Chinese  note  would  have  been- a rGal  coup.  "This 

would  have  been  a simple  additional  task  for  a book  of  this  magnitude. 

Many  of  the  Chinese  notes  have  English  bank,  names  which  would  simplify 
the  use  of  this  book.  My  volme  is  going,  to.  have  a handmade  cvoss, 
index  in  English  listing  all  of  the  page  numbers  where  the  banks  can 

be  found.  This  will  aid  in  cutting  down  my  time  in' looking  up'  Chinese 

characters.

An  insight  into  the  problems  encountered  by  the  Bureau  of  Eng"aV' 
inc  and  Pointing  in  Replacing  defective  currency  is  meticulously  out- 
lined in  a repr'int  from  ’’The  Numismatist”,  ’'-Replacement  (Stax)  Notes 
Used  in  Connection  with  the  Issuance  of  U.  S.  Paper  Currency,”  by 
William  A.  Philpott,  jr. 


The  eight-page  soft  cove1"  booklet,  available  through  the  library 
of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  contains  14  illustrations  be- 
ginning with  one  of  the  first  replacement  notes  issued  in  June,  191Q, 
and  concludeing  with  Federal  -Reserve  notes  containing  suffix  sta-s. 


Mr.  Philpott,  a well-known  authority  on  paper  currency,  describes 
the  substitutes  used  by  the  3ureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  and  by 
the  treasurer  prior  to  1910  and  also  gives  a detailed  account  of  the 
replacement  note  system  devised  in  that  year  to  eliminate  the  confusion 
and  duplication  of  previous  methods.  He  traces  the  development  of  the 
replacement  notes  from  theiy’  beginnings  through  the  1950 *s  when  the 
high-speed  sheet-fed  rotary  presses  we^e  installed  by  the  bureau.

The  fi^st  pa^ag^aph  unde"  the  pictures  of  the  new  and  old  design 
of  the  t"easu"y  seal  you  will  find  this  sentence,  -’’The  seal  appealed 
first  on  series  1966  U.  S.  Note  ')100'  denomination  issued  in  October 
1967.”  The  date  should  be  1968. 

The  pointing  of  the  >100  U.  S.  Note  took  place  in  October  0f  1968 
and  the  delivery  to  the  Treasury  Department  took  place  on  November- 
27,  1968.  This  e^o1"  also  came  up  in  a ^ecent  issue  of  Coins  Magazine 
under  a picture  of  the  new  treasu"y  seal  on  page  53  of  the  Dec.  1970 
issue. 

Anothe"  discrepancy  occurs  in  the  6th  edition  on  page  54  in  the 
totals  fov  the  19633  Gr’anahan-3ar1'  notes  as  listed  unde’"  the  column 
headed  plain  numbers.  According  to  the  figures  that  we  "eceived  f 1 om

”30,880,000”  and  ou1"  list  shows  106,400,000.

The  D-3  Dillon  )1  Federal  -eserve  Note  has  become  the  key  note 
in  this  series.  No  other  Jl  Dillon,  Fowled,  3ar,v  Kennedy  note  is 
as  hard  to  find  at  any  price.  With  thousands  of  new  collectors  coming 
into  the  paper'  money  field  evevy  yeav,  many  of  them  wanting  to  go  back 
to.  the  Dillons,  the  demand  fo1"  this  scarce  note  has  fa'"  outstripped 
the  meagev  supply. 

The  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Pointing  Released  the  figures  on 
Dillon  notes  showing  that  108,320,000  we^e  pointed  f 0’  the  Cleveland 
(D)  Federal  Peserve  District.  One  hundred  million  of  these  were  the 
D~A  Dillon  note,  leaving  only  8,320,000  D-B  Dillons  pointed.  Now,, 
taking  into  consideration  that  about  4.5  percent  of  these  notes  were 
damaged  and  replaced  by  sta1'  notes,  this  means  that  about  375  thousand 
D-3  Dillons  weve  defective  and  we^e  destroyed.  This  leaves  about 
7,945,000  D-3's  which  left  the  3EP  for  the  Federal  Bese^ve  Bank  in 
Cleveland. 


From  here  on  it  is  mostly  guesswork.  Of  the  approximately  7.9 
million  D-Brs  distributed  by  the  Cleveland  Federal  -'tese^ve  Branch, 
probably  no  mo'"e  than  one-tenth  of  one  percent  (o'"  1 in  every  thousand) 
eve-  found  their  way  into  collections  in  C.U.  condition  and  still 
survive  today.  The  othev  99.9  percent  weve  probably  circulated,  worn 
out,  and  finally  sent  to  that  Great  Bank  in  the  Sky.  This  would  leave 
about  79,000  D-3  Dillons  to  satisfy  the  wants  of  the  entire  paper 
money  collecting  field  today.  Most  of  these  are  probably  nestled 
snugly  in  some  safe  deposit  boxes  with  an  entire  Dillon  block  set, 
leaving  only  ve'ry  few  floating  abound  loose  for  "gv'een"  collectors 
to  pick  up.  One  of  those  "green"  collectors  (yours  truly)  has  been 
trying  to  find  one  for  the  past  yea1'  with  no  luck,  offering  to  f'ade 
up  to  six  different  Dillons  fo'r  one  D-B.  It  was  not  until  September 
of  1970  that  one  was  finally  located  at  a pvice  of  ?25 * 00 , and  I con- 
side"'  this  a bargain.  One  collector  has  been  offering  to  pay  )25  each 
for  them  for  some  time,  and  not  getting  a nibble.  Anothe"'  ragpicker 
has  a few  available  at  |?37.50  each.  ^or  those  who  still  need  one  the 
time  is  right  for  getting  one  new,  fo7,  in  a very  sho^t  time  there  will 
probably  be  none  available  at  any  price  except  in  complete  block  sets 
costing  hundreds  of  dollars. 

Mho  knows  what  the  next  key  note  to  emerge  will  be.  Will  it  be 
the  3-3  Fowle7",  already  becoming  very  scarce?  0”  might  it  conceivably 
be  a note  like  the  L-B  Kennedy,  which  will  have  a printing  of  100 
million  but  might  not  be  saved  in  enough  quantity  by  collectors  to 
satisfy  future  demand.  The  collector  of  1984  will  know  the  answers 
to  these  questions,  but  by  then  it  will  be  too  late  to  do  anything 
about  it.  Currency  collecting  is  still  in  its  infancy  ( in  terms  of 
numbe"'  or  collec tors ) , and  who  knows  the  number  of  new  collectors  that 
sill  become  involved  in  the  next  ten  to  fifteen  yea^s.  The  "^agpicke1 M 
of  today  should  do  their  part  to  save  as  many  notes  as  possible  fo” 
future  collectors  so  that  they  can  have  as  much  fun  in  accumulating  a 
set  and  mate  as  many  new  "'agpickin*  f fiends  as  we  have.

David  A.  Hakes,  Kansas  City  "^agpicke-^ ” Recently  appea  led  on 
KP3B-T V in  Great  raHs,  Montana.  The  show,  entitled  "It's  a ./'Oman’s 
’ro?ld"  interviewed  Dave  for  fifteen  minutes  on  his  favorite  subjects  — 
taxes  and  pape"  money  collecting.  Dave  is  a ^egional  Director  for 
H & Block  (America’s  largest  tax  service)  and  supervises  the  States 
of  '"aohington,  Oregon,  Idaho,  Montana,  Utah  and  parts  of  Nevada  and 
Wyoming.  "I  am  simply  trying  to  make  everyone  aware  that  paper  money 
is  something  of  value  othe"  than  fo"  necessities,  and  should  be  con- 
sidered as  an  excellent  investment  as  well  as  a hobby"  he  told  his 
viewing  audience.  I have  found  many  people  with  scarce  notes  hidden 
awey  without  knowing  thei”  value  and  in  most  cases,  they  have  the  notes 
folded  in  such  a way  as  to  seriously  damage  the  note  and  in  tu-^n, 
reduce  the  value.  I d^ead  the  times  when  I meet  the  people  who  carry 
notes  such  as  a , '55*00  Educational  note  folded  up  in  thei"  wallet. 

Othev  items  discussed  on  the  show  we"e:  pu"pose  of  collecting, 
methods  of  collecting  (types,  signatures,  etc.),  advantages  of  paper 
ove  : coins  (easier  storage,  serial  numbers,  etc.),  publications  for 
a beginner,  organizations  of  interest ' (PUCM-SP HC-ANA) , misconceptions 
(old  notes  a~e  still  Redeemable ) and  various  kinds  that  have  been 
issued.  Also  discussed  was  the  Electric  City  Coin  Club  and  the  coin 
show  that  was  being  held  that  weekend. 

Hakes  travels  through  his  assigned  states  and  attends  shows  as 
part  of  his  promoting  the  hobby  of  collecting.  "I  am  always  happy  to 
meet  fellow  collectors • whet  he r they  ave  in  the  papev  or  coin  field." 

" My  training  in  taxes  via  H&d  Block  has  helped  a numbe-'  of  collectors 
and  has  helped  me  promote  the  hobby  of'  pape'^.  Showing  people  how  to 
determine  thei"  cost  fo"'  tax  purposes  is  almost  as  much  fun  as  collect- 
ing the  G"een  stuff."  Why  does  one  collect  pape"'?  Unlike  coins,  ve"y 
little  is  known  about  paper  money,  and'  in  many  cases  it  is  up  to  the 
collector  to  seek  out  persons  who  are  specializing  in  the  pa:ticular 
field.  There  is  no  comparison  between  pape"  and  coin  collecting.  0ur 
people  realize  there  is  veT'y  little  information  available  and  seem  to 
go  out  of  their  way  to  assist  each  othe". 

(End  of  Interview) 

Additional  comments:  The  appearance  was  to  "push"  the  hobby  and/o r 
investment.  . If  each  of  us  in  the  PVCVT  would  t"y  to  obtain  a"ticles 
from  thei"'  newspa-pe''  or  make  an-  appearance  on  TV,  it  might  make  a few 
more  collectors  or  at  least  make  the  public  awa^e  that  some  notes  a e 
worth  more  than  others.  Vho  knows-maybe  one  or  mo”e  notes  that  were 
he”etofore  unknown,  may  come  out  of  hiding?  We  must  all  wo  kha-d  to 
inte"  est  people  in  ou"'  field.  It  ce"tainly  cannot  come  by  ou-  attend- 
ing showTs  . because  the  only  ones  who  attend  shows  a"e  the  ones  who  a^e 
already  familiar  with  some  field  of  numismatics.  Let’s  get  togethe" 
and  info^'m  the  general  public.  When  approaching  any  media  people 
neve"'  get  the  idea  that  they  will  jump  with  joy  ove.  you  little  known 
hobby.  You  must  sit  down  with  them  and  interest  them  by  showing  the 
detailed  engraving,  historical  scenes,  why  the  note  was  issued,  values, 
investments,  etc.  Never  do  anything  "or  say  anything  that  is  no t t ue. 

I am  c e''tain  that  as  mo"e  people  join  the  pape~  field  the  c -oolcs,  bums, 
cheats,  racketeer's,  etc.  will  come  along  fo"''  the  'ide  and  will  txy  to 
ruin  the  hobby  so  keep  all  articles  honest.  Any  discussion  concerning 
pane : is  interesting  because  ve  "y  few  people  know  about  it  and  will 
be  mo"e  inclined  to  ”ead  an  article.  Columists  such  as  Nate  Goldstein^ 
and  Ed  Neuce  and  authors  such  as  Chuck  O’Donnell,  John  Schwa'-tz,  Pete 
Huntoon  and  Wm.  Donlon  a 'e  people  who  are  genuinely  inte' ested  m ou  ^ 
field.  If  everyone  of  us  were  like  them,  we  would^have  five  times  as 
many  collectors.  That  is  only  a few  names  that  stick  out  in  my  mind,

The  smoke  f^om  2,500  tons  of  worn-out  bills,  it  seems,  helped  to 
pollute  the  ai~  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  33  Federal  'iese-ve  Banks, 
including  Chicago’s,  where  it  has  regularly  been  bu'-ned.  So  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury . Kennedy  has  authorized  he r • to ■ pulverize  the  money, 
instead,  and  '"ecycle  the  pulp  to  make  new  paper  for  commercial  .use. 


There  is  a danger,  of  cou~sp,  that  whatever  the  pulp  is  converted 
to  will  be  burned  anyway  and  that  the  same  old  mercenary  smoke  will 
get  in  ou"  lungs.  For  awhile,  we  thought  of  suggesting  that  the  old 
bills  be  given  away  as  foreign  aid,-  o1"  perhaps  hung  as  leaves  on 
artificial  tvees  along  the  interstate  highways  system  (thus  eliminating 
the  need  for  burning  leaves  as  well).
